Agriculture Department has issued its 
annual warning to horse owners to be 
on the lookout for EEE, WEE and 
VEE. 
All are variations of horse sleeping 
sickness: eastern equine encephalitis, 
western equine encephalitis and 
Venezuelan equine encephalitis. 
The department’s Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service (APHIS) 
says that ‘‘effective vaccines are 
available" from veterinarians but that 
the dosages last for a year. 
Thus, the agency says, horse owners 
should get their animals re-vaccinated 
before 
the 
mosquito 
season. 
Mosquitoes are carriers of the EEE 
and WEE varieties, transmitting the 
diseases from birds to horses and 
humans. 
Although EEE and WEE “occur 
seasonally in many parts of the 
country," the Venezuelan strain has 
not been diagnosed in the U.S. since 
1971, when it invaded south Texas. 
“ Research has shown that VEE has 
a complex nathosts," the agency says. 
‘‘It isn’t known which of these hosts 
may exist and harbor the virus in 
Mexico or the United States, or when 
the virus may reemerge to affect 
either country." 


Taxpayers Lose Vo-Ed Appeal 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A suit by 
37 taxpayers in separate state school 
districts seeking prevention of their 
districts from being assessed for 
special vocational education programs 
was rejected Thursday by the 
Supreme Court. 
The taxpayers brought their case to 
the high court after unsuccessfully 
arguing it before the 10th District 
Court of Appeals. 
As of Jan. 1,1976, the state board of 
education had ordered all school 
districts without vocational education 
programs to be assigned to special 


vocational districts with the cost being 
levied among real estate owners in the 
districts. 
The taxpayers appealed for a 
hearing before the state board but 
were rejected. The appellate court 
upheld that rejection saying: 
‘‘We find in the present case only the 
local school board is entitled to a 
hearing, otherwise a few disgruntled 
citizens and taxpayers could create 
chaos in the orderly administration of 
school matters." 
In other action Thursday the court: 
—Refused to hear a malicious 


prosecution suit by a former president 
of First State Bank in Columbus 
against a former director, Alex S. 
Dombey. 
The suit has its origins in a 1967 libel 
suit by the former officer, Robert K. 
I^andrum, against Dombey. Dombey 
had allegedly blamed the bank's bad 
loan position on I Landrum. In that suit 
I/andrum was awarded $350,000 
Dombey filed a countersuit charging 
Landrum 
with 
defamation 
of 
character and successfully won a writ 
of attachment on the $350,000 award in 
case he were to win his suit. 


Dombey also appealed the award to 
l^ndrum and the suit was ordered 
returned to Franklin County on the 
grounds the sum was too much. 


On a rehearing the award to I.an- 
drum was cut to $70,000 and Dombey 
then dropped his defam ation of 
character suit. 


The case that the high court refused 
to hear Thursday is on Iandrum ’s 
claim that the Dombey countersuit 
was a malicious action. 
The bank is now known as Society 
Bank. 


—Rejected Timothy Scott’s appeal 
of his sentence under Ohio’s old 
criminal code. The Fairfield County 
man contended he had been denied his 
right to due process and would become 
eligible for parole much sooner under 
the new code. 
Under his current sentence for ar­ 
med robbery and a shooting incident, 
Scott is eligible for parole after six 
years and four months. If he had been 
sentenced after the new code’s 
adoption in 1974 he would be up for 
parole after four years and five 
months.

Ohio colleges and 
Subcommittee OKs 
income Tax Plan 
For Local Schools 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
- An 
embattled bill that would allow school 
districts to levy 
an income tax 
emerged from a House Ways and 
Means subcommittee on Thursday, but 
apparently still faces tough sledding. 
Ways and Means Chairman George 
D. Tablack, D-52 Campbell, is among 
those opposing it. He hinted he will use 
his power to keep it bottled up in the 
committee. 
Rep. Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, 
the chief sponsor, fought hard to get 
the measure this far, and remains 
optimistic about it, he said. 
He introduced the bill in part 
because of the increasing reluctance of 
voters to approve increased property 
tax levies to accommodate inflation 
and other increases in school operating 
costs. The same voters still would have 
to agree to an income tax. 
Opponents of the bill contend 
generally that Ohio’s taxpayers 
already are strained to the limit and 
should not be subjected to a fourth 
government entity collecting an in­ 
come tax. School districts would join 
the federal government, state, and 
many Ohio municipalities. 


Wilkowski, 
whose home district 
wants to use the legislation, after 
having to close schools for 13 days last 
winter after defeat of a property tax 
levy, said he thinks voters would ap­ 
prove an income tax if it were tied to a 
reduction in real estate taxes. 


His bill doesn’t require that income 
tax proposals be tied to such reduc­ 
tions, but provides that the revenue 
from an income tax may be used all or 
in part for that purpose, as well as for 
capital improvements and operating 
expenses. 
Once an income tax was adopted by 
a school district, or a group of districts 
which would join to levy the tax, voted 
increases in property taxes still would 
be permitted. 
The bill sets no statutory limit on the 
rates of school income taxes, but 
provides that they must be uniform. It 
fixes the rates for corporate taxpayers 
at twice the amount individuals would 
have to pay. 
A school tax would apply only to the 
income of residents of the district, and 
in the case of corporations, it would be 
calculated on the basis of payrolls. 
Election To Be Staged 
For Union Recognition 


In a three hour marathon session 
Thursday night, before a packed city 
council chambers, Circleville City 
Council told representatives of the 
American Federation of State, County, 
and Municipal Employes that at the 
next regular council meeting on May 3 
an emergency resolution would be 
introduced and acted upon, concerning 
the processes by which an election will 
be held in which the city employes will 
vote on union representation. 
Patrick Nelson, Vice President of 
labor Relations Inc., and hired as a 
counselor by city council, told the 
representatives of AFSCME that the 
resolution would state the means by 
which an election would be held, in­ 
cluding when and where and who 
would supervise the election. By the 
meeting’s end at 10:05 p.m. Paul 
Thompson, a counselor for AFSCME, 
had persuaded Nelson to present a 
copy of the resolution to him on the 
Friday before the council meeting, so 
that AFSCME and its local officers 
could have a chance to study the 
proposal. 
Thompson again raised questions 
that city council was deliberately 
stalling or drawing out the union 
recognition process. 
Nelson and Mayor Frank Barnhill 
stated that the city administration and 
city council had to consider the in­ 
terests of the citizens of Circleville in 
the matter, and they stated that was 
what they were doing, rather than 
drawing out the recognition process. 
Stated Nelson, “When this union is 
recognized, we want the citizens of 
Circleville to realize that the winning 
union is the true representative of the 
city employes, and that its recognition 
was arrived at properly.” 
Several city employes wishing to be 
represented by AFSCME directed 
questions at Barnhill, Nelson, Council 
President Joe Bell, and members of 
city council. The questions asked why 
council wouldn’t recognize the fact 


universities lost nearly $30 million in 
the rewritten spending plan, while $23 
million was slashed from the Aid to 
Dependent Children benefit program, 
as compared to the amounts asked for 
by Rhodes.

Rep. Dan Rose, R-64 Lima, ranking 
m inority mem ber of the House 
Finance Committee, was more than 
"relatively confident." 
"We certainly quarrel with the cuts 
in higher education," Rose said. "That 
will alm ost certainly assure the 
necessity for student fee increases.” 
Given the tight budget, Rose said it 
would be "unconsionable” to prohibit 
college trustees from raising tuitions 
in order to maintain quality education. 
The reduced ADC budget anticipates 
a lower case load that would permit 
the same level of payments to those 
who qualify. Democrats withheld the 
welfare department’s entire second- 
vear appropriation until the projected 


case load for 1978-79 comes into focus. 
Asst. Welfare Director Raymond 
McKenna said there was no evidence 
to indicate that fewer Ohioans would 
apply for welfare benefits. And he said 
a $6.9 million cut in the agency’s ad­ 
ministrative budget “strikes right at 
the core of the department.”

Price Index 
Brings Hike 
In Paym ents 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If you’re 
among the 35.5 million Americans who 
receive Social Security or Sup­ 
plemental Security Income, there’s a 
silver lining to the latest cloud over the 
consumer price index. You’re going to 
get a cost of living increase. 
The index, which measures inflation, 
soared at an 18 per cent annual rate 
during the first quarter of 1977, the 
biggest three-month leap in two years. 
But government economists think it 
will moderate to about 6 per cent by- 
year’s end. 


The index also rose 5.9 per cent from 
the first quarter of 1976, and that 
means that the 33.4 million Social 
Security recipients and 4.3 million 
aged and disabled SSI recipients can 
count on an extra 5.9 per cent in their 
checks starting July 1. 


Those increases will cost Social 
Security $5.3 billion during the fiscal 
year that ends Sept. 30, 1978. The 
financially troubled trust expects to 
pay out a total of about $92 billion next 
year. The SSI increase, paid from 
general tax funds, will cost $265 
million. 
The cost-of-living increase, which is 
automatic when the index rises more 
than 3 per cent in a year, will mean $23 
extra each month for the average 
elderly couple, both of whom are on 
Social Security and now draw $377 a 
month. 
An average retired worker living 
alone will get a $13 increase, raising 
his monthly benefit to $234.

For 
example, two Bears flew last Jan. ll 
from Vladivostok to within 50 miles of 
Guam, the site of important U.S. air 
and naval bases. 
TU-95s also have been operating 
over South Atlantic shipping lanes 
from bases in Guinea on Africa’s west 
coast. 
I^ast December, Bears flying from 
Conakry, Guinea, closely monitored a 
U.S. Navy exercise involving the 
carrier Franklin D. Roosevelt in the 
western Mediterranean. On that oc­ 
casion, U.S. Navy F-14 fighter planes 
went aloft to chase the Russians away.

County Unit’s 1977 educational and 
fund-raising Crusade now taking place 
in Pickaway County. 
“ In the most recent national ACS 
budget 29.2 per cent of all income or 
more than $33 million supported a wide 
variety of research programs,” Mr. 
Tomlinson declared. “ At the same 
time that we are seeking new life 
saving developments from research, 
we also use the weapons we already 
have by teaching people to look for and 
recognize cancer’s Warning Signals 
and the importance of early detection. 
We could, with present medical 
knowledge, save 113,000 more lives 
each year if cancers were detected in 
their early and most curable stages. 
Thus we spent another 17.4 per cent of 
our budget, or nearly $20 million for 
public education programs,” he said. 
“ We believe that the quality of life 
for the cancer patient is the key, and 
therefore, ACS patient and community 
services took another 12.6 and 8.8 per 
cent shares of the ACS income or more 
than $14 million and nearly $10 million 
respectively,” he said. 
Professional 
education 
for 
physicians, nurses and other medical 
personnel in the front lines of the battle 
to defeat cancer called for another 10.3 
per cent or nearly $12 million. 
“ This makes up 78.3 per cent of the 
ACS budget or slightly more than $89 
million” , he said. “ In spite of severe 
inflationary trends we were able to 
exert tight control over our ad­ 
m inistrative costs, keeping them 
within acceptable limits. Management 
costs wer about IO per cent or about $11 
million, while fund raising costs were 
kept to about 11.7 per cent, or about $13 
million. We have been able to hold the 
line because of the many dedicated 
volunteers who do so much of the work 
for the society in its efforts to wipe out 
cancer in our lifetime” , Tomlinson 
said.

John MacDonald is well-known for 
Burial Sites 
For Atom ic 
W astes Eyed 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Carter 
administration is discussing with 
foreign allies the idea of establishing 
burial grounds on the bottom of the 
ocean where all nations could store 
their nuclear wastes. 
Diplomats here say the proposal for 
an ocean-bed dumping site is one of 
several options under discussion. The 
talks are part of a larger plan the 
administration is pressing in hopes of 
halting the spread of nuclear weapons. 
The administration also is pondering 
a world stockpile of reactor-grade 
uranium to assure nuclear countries 
that they will have access to nuclear 
fuel supplies for their power reactors, 
diplomatic sources said. 
Also under active U.S. study is a 
system that would permit non-nuclear 
nations to invest and participate in the 
nuclear industries of nuclear power 
nations. 
Seabed burial of radioactive spent 
nuclear fuel is one of four options being 
discussed, but it has the inside track, 
the sources said. 
Other proposals include disposing of 
nuclear waste in geological formations 
on land, including liquid injection into 
fractured rockbeds, in very deep holes 
and in deep geological formations. 
Another option, disposal into the 
Antarctic ice mass, is considered too 
dangerous by scientists, who fear the 
heat given off by nuclear waste could 
trigger surges of the ice sheets. 
Right To Own 
Homes Honored 


“ During the week of April 17-23, the 
National Association of Realtors will 
join all American home owners in the

Property Week,” said Sue Spires, 
president of Pickaway County Board 
of Realtors. 
Private Property Week annually 
honors the 
historic 
right of all 
Americans to own homes as well as the 
land the homes stand on. This right is 
one we tend to take for granted in this 
country. Although private property 
rights exist elsewhere in the world, 
nowhere are they as free from 
restrictions and government control as 
in the United States. 
Ours is the only nation that grew out 
of the free transfer of land titles. This 
was made possible by the Ordinance of 
1785, enacted by Congress three years 
before the Constitution was drawn up. 
Land drew immigrants like a 
magnet. At the time this country was 
settled, few persons in Europe other 
than the wealthy and titled could ac­ 
tually own real property. A number of 
land acts in the United States, most 
notably the Homestead Act of 1862, 
made land available to everyone 
almost free of charge. 
Our private property rights are 
worth preserving from government 
encroachment. In this regard, the 
Association remains vigilant and 
speaks out whenever the rights of

Considering Side Effects 


Building up to a national 
discourse on energy policy is a 
bit like preparing for a flood 
Nearly everyone is in favor of 
taking precautions, but there 
is no consensus on what they 
ought to be. 
In the coming weeks and 
months, as an energy program 
of some kind takes shape, it 
would be well to keep in mind 
possible side effects Not to do 
so could invite another swine 
flu fiasco. 
It seems obvious that any 


successful fuel conservation 
plan will have to focus on the 
automobile. But that does not 
mean that American mobility 
should be killed in the process, 
nor in fact would the public 
stand for a heavy-handed 
approach. 


One of the factors car buyers 
now take into account when 
making purchases and one 
which government energy 
planners also will consider is 
relative fuel efficiency versus 
size and weight. Fuel con­ 


sumption is not the only factor 
involved in weight and size 
differences. 
Another is safety. Forcing a 
trend toward smallness for the 
sake of fule efficiency alone 
could produce an undesirable 
increase in accident fatalities 
and serious injuries. A stop­ 
gap energy program might not 
take that possibility into 
consideration.

NEW YORK (A P) — At a time when 
many investors and others resent the 
cars and planes and other perquisites 
of top corporate officers, Courtney 
Brown would have us look at the side of 
the coin that is seldom face up. 
Brown would surround the top man, 
the chairman or president, with as 
many conveniences as are necessary 
to keep him mentally and physically 
fit, and working productively instead 
of being mired in extraneous details. 
“ Instead 
of 
saying 
these 
emoluments are totally uncalled for, I 
say they are utterly essential,” said 
Brown, who has held high positions in 
business, government and academe, 
and who is now chairman of the 
American Assembly, which holds 
nonpartisan discussions to illuminate 
issues of U.S. policy. 
It was at an assembly meeting on 
corporate ethics a few days ago that 
the question was put to Brown, dean 
emeritus of the Columbia Business 
School and a man who sits on the 
boards of 
four 
very 
large 
cor­ 
porations: 
“ Is it proper for high corporate 
officials to enjoy such benefits as big 
cars, private jets and apartments, all 
paid for by investors?” 
Brown answered that it was proper. 
“ I ’ve concluded that they (corporate 
chief executives) are the hardest 
working group and the least protec­ 
ted,” he said. 
“ There is nobody to tell them when 
to stop. They love their job and the jobs 
make such demands that they can 
bum themselves out and not last as 


long in business as the board wants 
them to.” 
In the newspapers the day before 
were stories about the chief executives 
of General Motors and Ford receiving 
close to $1 million in salaries and 
bonuses for 1976. 
Such incomes “ create an extremely 
bad impression and are quite uncalled 
for,” said Brown. “ They do a vast 
amount of damage to the morale of the 
guy at a desk earning $20,000, with a 
wife and kids, trying to make a go of 
it.” 
He continued: “ The other side of the 
coin is that the senior officers of our 
major corporations work like the very 
devil — they’re like marathon runners 
— and they run tired most of the time.” 
Anything done “to ease the drain on 
their energy, that can take the tension 
out of life, is in the interests of the 
stockholders,” he maintained. 
“ It really doesn’t cost very much to 
provide the amenities and comforts of 
a company car and driver — I don’t 
care if it’s a Cadillac this long." A car 
and a plane, he said, might save the 
chief executive two hours of waiting. 
And if the executive lives in the 
country and is forced to remain late at 
work he should be provided a city 
apartment, said Brown, adding: 
“ These are expenses of a very minor 
nature.” 
How minor becomes obvious to a 
ridiculous degree, he said, if the 
exhausted executive, forced to make 
decisions that cannot be postponed, 
blunders to the extent of millions of 
dollars.

Surgery is now performed using an 
operating microscope to see the tiniest 
fragment of tissue. 
A new and exciting development in 
cataract surgery is known as “ phaco­ 
emulsification.” The reports of suc­ 
cess by those specially trained in this 
technique have been most gratifying. 
As the name suggests, the cataract is 
“ emulsified” by ultrasonic vibrations, 
and “ auctioned out.” 
Techniques by which a frozen probe 
can extract the cataract make surgery 
easier and reduce complications. 
One of the great advances following 
surgery is the implantation of a plastic 
lens immediately after the removal of 
the cataract. There is a great ad­ 
vantage to the use of this lens, because 
of the improvement of vision that 


occurs almost immediately. It also 
avoids the need for repeated changing 
of glasses after surgery. 
Contact lenses are also being used 
shortly after the operation to avoid the 
difficulty of adjusting to the cataract 
glasses. 
It must now be as obvious to you as it 
is to me that the choice of a particular 
type of surgery for the removal of 
cataracts cannot be made by the 
patient or the family. 
Ophthalmologists (eye specialists) 
arrive at a decision about the choice of 
surgery only after careful con­ 
sideration of all the factors involved. 
The age of the patient, the blood 
pressure, the vision of the other eye, 
the anxiety level of the patient and the 
exact character and "age” of the 
cataract all enter into the final 
decision of the choice of the operation. 
The surgical training of the eye 
specialist and the particular “ super­ 
specialization” 
in 
the 
newer 
techniques also enter into the final 
decision. 
Consultation 
with

specialist, followed by a second 
opinion, should be of great help to you.

The first hostesses were Jane 
Grattidge, now Mrs. Duke Evans and 
June Reichelderfer (Mrs. 
Everett 
Hatmaker). Other hostesses to work 
were Gertie Bigham now Mrs. Orville 
Kempton, Charlotte Grattidge, now 
Mrs. Dow West, Ruth Bowers and 
Eileen Padgitt Creiglow and during 
the summer when Miriam Hedges 
came down from Columbus to visit her 
(Laurelville chums she would fill in as a 
hostess. Miriam passed away several 
years ago. 
In Sept. Mary Frances quit and I 
took her place as keeper of the lights 
and music, etc. and I did it for five 
years. When it wasn’t regular skating 
nights, there was usually a special 
party to take care of. 
What crowds, what fun. The skaters 
came from miles around, not only did 
the skaters enjoy the rink, some nights 
there were as many spectators as 
skaters, there was a balcony where the 
onlookers could sit and it was always 
full. 
On opening night it was a full house 
with not even standing room. The night 
I best remember was that first New 
Years Eve party when Lew left 
nothing undone to make it a success, 
and he enjoyed every minute of it. He 
took care of the skate room, the fitting, 
renting, repairing, etc. 
Each evening during the “Ladies 
Only” skate the men 
and 
boys 
gathered back in the skate room with 
I Lew for a story telling session. Who 
knows how many romances started on 
that skating floor, many of them I 
know, and more than a few ended with 
a wedding. 
There was Charlotte and Dow West; 
Jane and Duke Evans, Clyde and 
Virginia Stinard, Gertie and Orville 
Kempton — just to name a few. If some 
couples didn't meet on the skating 
floor, they sure did a lot of their 
courting there. 
I still enjoy many friendships that I 
made there. I will never forget one 
night when five young men from 
Chillicothe lined up at the counter for 
cokes.

Lordstown 
M ay Retool 
For Autos 


DETROIT (AP) - General Motors 
Corp. declined to confirm or deny 
Wednesday a report that it plans to 
retool its highly automated sub­ 
compact car plant in Lordstown, Ohio, 
in 1979 for production of its smaller 
sized front-wheel-drive compacts. 


The trade weekly Metalworking 
News, quoting GM sources, said a firm 
decision has been made for Lordstown 
to build at least two of the new com­ 
pacts, probably the Chevrolet Nova 
and Pontiac Ventura. 


The plant changeover is expected to 
cost GM at least $50 million and in­ 
crease employment. The plant has 
been operating without a second shift 
since March, 1976 because of poor 
demand for little cars. 
Ixirdstown currently assembles the 
Chevrolet Vega and Monza and their 
respective look-alikes, Pontiac Astre 
and Sunbird. 
The two-door Vega and Vega name 
are being dropped this summer. The 
hatchback and station wagon still will 
be built, but under the Monza name. 
Similarly, the Astre name also is being 
dropped, although the car will be built 
under the Sunbird name. 
Lordstown is the newest and fastest 
car assembly plant in the country. 
Opened in 1966, it can produce IOO cars 
an hour. 
At peak production, until mid-1974, 
the plant had 9,000 employes on two 
shifts turning out 1,600 cars a day. 
Now, however, employment is down to 
6,300, and the lines are building 85 cars 
an hour on one shift a day.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter slipped unobtrusively into his 
seat at one end of the spacious balcony 
overlooking the sanctuary in the First 
Baptist Church of Washington, where 
the “ Couples Bible Class”

Then Fred M. Gregg Jr., the class 
teacher, welcomed the nation’s chief 
executive and told its members that 
Carter would be teaching the class that 
morning. The introduction was low 
key. 
After gracefully acknowledging the 
introduction and after greeting the 
class, the man from Plains plunged 
into the lessons, which revolved 
around

driving 
the 
moneylenders out of the temple. 
Carter is the first president to teach 
a Bible class while in office, although 
several others taught classes before 
becoming chief executive.

a few remarks about it, and then en­ 
courage the class to ask questions or 
make comments. 
Carter frequently lightened the 
serious aspects of the lesson with 
observations that drew laughter. Once 
he asked if the class had read a certain 
book and when no one said he had, 
admitted, “I have not read it recen­ 
tly.” 
At one point Carter asked Gregg to 
read the passage in John where 
Caiaphas, the high priest, told the 
Pharisees, “You do not realize that it 
is to your interest that one man should 
die for the people, instead of the whole 
nation being destroyed.” 
The President pointed out that the 
passage had a double meaning which 
Caiaphas himself did not understand. 


"That was a turning point in Christ’s 
life,” he explained. "He had directly 
challenged in a fatal way the existing 
church, and there was no possible way 
for the Jewish leaders to avoid the 
challenge. So they decided to kill 
Jesus.” 
Coming to the trial of Jesus, Carter 
spread out his hands and said, "At 


Plains I have a book that thick about 
the trial.” 
He asked what one word would 
describe the trial. 


“Illegal,” replied William Raiford. 
“That’s right,” Carter agreed. “The 
Jews had a rule that a trial had to be 
held in the daytime and in the open. 
Christ’s trial was held at night in a 
home and no witnesses were called for 
the defense, except one. 


“Also, the Jewish rule was that you 
had to have two witnesses to agree. 
Caiaphas sent out to get false wit­ 
nesses but could not get three wit­ 
nesses to agree. 


“Further, Caiaphas as the judge 
started to question the witness, 
thereby serving as prosecuting at­ 
torney, which a judge was not sup­ 
posed to be. In addition, only if Christ 
was not guilty could the trial be held in 
one day.” 
Throughout the lesson, Carter 
related what was being studied to the 
present day. 
“Caiaphas represents an attitude 
that is part of all of us. 


“There is a danger of the church of 
Christ becoming antichrist because, if 
we start to worship ourselves, there is 
a great temptation for us to set up our 
own standards. There is a danger that 
we may become proud and consider 
ourselves exceptions in God’s eyes." 


Relating how he finally induced 
Griffin Bell to become attorney 
general, he declared, "We should 
constantly devote part of our lives to 
help establish God’s kingdom on earth. 
A lot of us say that prayer every day." 


At one point, the President asserted, 
"No matter how dedicated we might 
be, the limit of what Christ can be for 
us individually must come out of our 
actions, our attitudes, our love. 


"I would like every one of us to feel 
challenged by a recognition of our own 
shortcomings and to serve as Christ 
did. We have a great blessing and a 
great love for God that we can 
precipitate even more than the 
message by Caiaphus through John 
and Mark and Matthew. Do not be like 
Caiaphas.”

M ore Help 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
hospitals may get a better break on 
malpractice insurance costs under a 
bill which received overwhelming 
approval in the House on Wednesday. 
The measure exempts hospitals 
from liability when a physician who is 
not an employe fails to obtain “in­ 
formed consent” from patients prior to 
nonemergency surgery on hospital 
premises. 
Rep. Norman A. Murdock, R21 
Cincinnati, the bill’s chief sponsor, 
stressed that the physician remains 
liable for failure to obtain consent as 
required under existing law. 
Murdock sought to withhold the 
exemption in situations in 
which 
physicians perform surgery under 
contract with hospitals. But the House 
decided by floor amendment, in effect, 
that hospitals have no control over 
contracting physicians or their 
surgical procedures. 
Rep. William G. Batchelder, R-93 
Medina, won 49-45 approval of his 
amendment which keeps hospitals free 
of liability when a contracting 
physician fails to obtain patients’ 
consent.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - OU and 
natural gas production increased in 
Ohio from 1975 to 1976, according to a 
report in Ohio State University’s 
Bulletin of Business Research. 
There were 1,936 wells drilled in Ohio 
in 1976, a 59 per cent increase over the 
number drilled the previous year. The 
total is the largest number of wells 
drilled in the state in the last decade. 
But even as production increased, 
data from the division of oil and gas of 
the Department of Natural Resources 
shows that the state continues to 
produce less than one per cent of the 
nation’s oil and gas.

ATHENS, Ohio (AP) - What began 
three years ago as a weekend event 
involving mainly local people has 
become a two-week international film 
festival currently being staged in this 
southeastern Ohio city. 
More than 300 entries from the 
United States, Australia, India, 
Sweden, 
Holland, 
Yugoslavia, 
England and Canada have been 
submitted at the 4th annual Athens 
International Film and Video Festival. 
“We offer a forum for the exchange 
of ideas and information which in­ 
creases the awareness of both the 
public and other filmmakers about the 
works of the independents,” said 
festival director Giulio Scalinger. 
“Film is basically an illusion and 
I’ve tried to create the illusion that 
Athens is an international film cen­ 
ter,” Scalinger said. 
Independent video and film makers, 
recognized members of the film and 
video industry, film students and 
enthusiasts from all over the world are 
scheduled to attend the festival. It 
began April 15 and continues through 
April 30.

School Paym ents 


The April State School Foundation 
Subsidy payment of $78,211,590.57 to 
Ohio’s 613 city, exempted village and 
local school districts and 87 county 
boards of education, was reported 
today by State Auditor Thomas E. Fer­ 
guson. 
He 
additionally 
reported 
$2,664,232.54 was distributed to 44 joint 
vocational school districts represent­ 
ing their April allotment. The 87 
county boards of education received 
$2,582,354.18 for the month. 
The State Teachers’ Retirement 
System will receive $17,774,644.61 and 
the School Employees’ Retirement 
System will receive $4,356,170 as the 
employers’ share of the pension pro­ 
gram for April, Ferguson added. 
The 184 city school districts divided 
$29,351,097.50 while the 380 local school 
districts split $21,449,155.26. The 49 
exempted village school districts 
shared $2,698,169.02 of the disburse­ 
ment, Ferguson said. 
State School Foundation Subsidy 
payments are sent to the 88 county 
auditors who distribute the amounts 
due the districts within the respective 
counties. 
Payments to the joint vocational 
school districts are sent directly to the 
districts’ clerk-treasurers. 
The total amount of basic and trans­ 
portation allowances for the four dis­ 
tricts in the county are Circleville, 
$93,412.75; Logan Elm $65,266.97; 
Teays Valley $76,942.72; Westfall 
$49,534.80. Direct payment to the 
county board totaled $20,231.04. 
After payments are deducted for 
school employe retirement and state 
teachers retirement, net payment to 
the school districts is $68,220.21 for 
Circleville, $46,543.89 to Logan Elm, 
$56,838.71 to Teays Valley and 
$36,424.58 to Westfall. 
Total amount to the school district is 
$305,388.28 for basic and transportation 
allowances.

Teen Sleuths Have Never Aged 


IX)S ANGELES (AP) - Nancy 
Drew and the Hardy Boys must be the 
world’s oldest teenagers. Uke Uttle 
Orphan Annie, they never age. 
But ABC’s new “Tile Nancy Drew- 
Hardy Boys Mysteries” offers a 
contemporary setting for the in­ 
destructible mystery-solvers whose 
adventures have enthralled several 
generations of young readers. 
The shows, which rotate weekly, 
have an affecting quaintness that 
reflects creation in an earlier and 
m ore innocent age, when junior 
detectives were in style, but otherwise 
are up-to-date. They’re also proving to 
be nearly as popular as the novels and 
are giving the venerable “Wonderful 
World of Disney,” the NBC Sunday 
night opposition, a run in the ratings, 
although both are losing out to CBS’ 
“60 Minutes.” 
This Sunday it’s Nancy Drew’s turn, 
at 7 p.m. EST on ABC. Ifs called “The 
Mystery of the Ghostwriter’s Cruise," 
and Nancy, played by Pamela Sue 
Martin, saves the day for an aging 
mystery writer when he suddenly finds 
himself living a role from one of his 
books. 
“Casting the role of Nancy Drew was 
one of the toughest things we did,” said 
Glen Larson, executive producer for 
the two shows. 
“The difficulty was that with 50 
years of books you have a following of 
all ages. Everyone had a preconceived 
idea of what she should be like.” 
He said Pamela fit the image he had 


in mind: contemporary, wholesome 
without being saccharine and a 
seeming ability to solve mysteries that 
baffle adults without being smart 
alecky. In addition, she also drives a 
mean motorcycle, which has come in 
handy on the show. 
I^arson said Pamela also acts as a 
cliche spotter when “our writers let 
their male fantasies slip in.” In a 
football 
story 
she 
nipped 
the 
characterization of the cheerleaders 
as vacuous stereotypes. 
Parker Stevenson plays Frank 
Hardy and Shaun Cassidy is Joe 
Hardy. Shaun is the younger brother of 
teen-age hearthrob David Cassidy and 
is a popular singer in his own right. 
After filming the final show he goes on 
to Australia for a concert tour. His 
musical abilities are put to use in one 
show when the boys solve a mystery of 
record pirating. A crime, incidentally, 
that wasn’t around when the books 
were written. 
“We try for a sense of realism,” said 
{.arson, “but there are times when our 
villains don’t act realistically because 
we’re in the pre-family hour. We can’t 
have guns or violence.” 
I .arson said few of the stories have 
come from the books, but he expects 
this may change next season. 
“The books were written in form and 
a time span that would take too long to 
tell,” he said. “We have no restrictions 
against using the books, but some of 
them are just not that easy to transfer 
to the screen. But as we have more 


time I think we’ll use more material 
from the books. As a producer, it’s nice 
to know that sitting on a shelf are all 
those stories to go to.” 


Elisha Whittlesey, who arrived in 
the Western Reserve in 1807 as a poor 
man and became a leading lawyer and 
Whig statesman, shaping much of 
northern Ohio’s early history, lived in

WASHINGTON (AP) - Speaking of 
energy ... 
Somewhere out there drives an 
ordinary man who means no harm to 
anyone. One day next year, he may 
drive up to a service station, fill it up, 
and boost all our gasoline taxes by a 
nickel a gallon. 
He won’t mean to do it, and no one 
will know who he is or where he is. 
Which is a good thing, since we’d all be 
to blame. Still, one gallon of gas, 
pumped in one gasoline station, would 
be the one that triggered the punish­ 
ment tax President Carter proposes to 
levy if consumption exceeds govern­ 
ment targets. 
One year’s excess consumption 
would mean a five cent tax increase 
the next Jan. 15, which could become 
as infamous as income tax day. 
The proceeds, $6 billion a year for 
each nickel on a gallon, would be 
returned to the people through income 
tax rebates. 
Carter is out to cut gasoline con­ 
sumption by IO per cent between now 
and 1985, but his program would 
permit small increases in consumption 
until 
1980. 
By that time, 
higher 
mileage automobiles should make it 
possible to start curtailing con­ 
sumption. 
Carter says an incentive tax never 
will happen if Americans heed his call 
to conserve. “I know and you know it 
can be done,” he said. 


But the odds are pretty good that a 
standby tax would become a tax im­ 
posed. People who waited in line for 
hours to buy gasoline a little more than 
four years ago aren't likely to become 
dedicated conservationists to avoid a 
five cent-a-year tax hike, not even one 
that could go as high as 50 cents a 
gallon in the next decade. 
Actually, the standby gasoline tax 
may be one of the most vulnerable 
features of the Carter program, given 
the record of congressional resistance 
to raising that levy. It is now four cents 
a gallon. 
One congressional energy expert 
said the tax probably won’t survive, 
and suggested it may be intended as an 
administration bargaining chip for 
other features of the Carter plan. 
But Carter isn’t talking that way. “I 
think I'll get it passed,” he said. 


Carter’s planned tax on gas-guzzling 
cars may be counter-productive at 
first. People who want to drive big cars 
that get low gasoline mileage are 
likely to buy them now, before any tax 
goes on, or in the next couple of years, 
before the tax gets big enough to hurt. 
At this point, a gas-guzzler costs 


what the dealer wants for it. But in 
1978, if Carter has his way, an 
automobile that gets under 13 miles to 
the gallon will be hit with a $449 tax. By 
1985, the maximum tax would be up to 
$2,488. 
On the other hand, a motorist who 
wants to switch to a small car that gets 
high mileage might defer his purchase 
until Congress acts on the Carter 
package. If it passes, there will be a 
rebate of $473 for buying a car that gets 
over 38 miles to a gallon. 
Carter's plan faces heavy going in 
Congress, 
where 
almost 
everyone 
agrees something has to be done and 
almost everyone argues about what it 
should be. There may be better for­ 
mulas than Carter’s. But his leading 
congressional critics. Republicans and 
Dem ocrats, 
have 
questionable 
credentials on the issue. They’ve been 
around a lot longer than the President 
— and so has the energy problem.

Residents Battle 
To Save A to m Plant 


PORTSMOUTH, Ohio (AP) - State 
officials joined residents of this 
southern Ohio area Thursday in trying 
to hold on to a major federal project 
which could help solve the area’s 
chronic unemployment problems. 
legislators and labor leaders fired 
off telegrams to Ohio congressmen and 
to President Carter, urging him to 
fulfill a campaign promise to build a 
$4.4 billion addition at the Goodyear 
Atomic Corp. plant near Piketon. 
A spokesman said Carter is con­ 
sidering moving the Portsmouth plant 
to Oak Ridge, Tenn., to compensate for 
the loss of another nuclear plant there. 
‘‘Unless this plant is completed, the 
promise for the future will be broken," 
said Gov. James A. Rhodes. "If new 
technology indicates a centrifuge 
facility is more feasible, then let the 
centrifuge facility be built where 
promised.” 
‘‘IjOss of this plant will be the worst 
economic disaster ever for southern 
Ohio,” Rhodes said. 
Ohio House Speaker Vernal Riffe 
Jr., D-89 New Boston, said he could 
“not see how in good faith” Carter 
could renege on a committment to 
build the plant. 


He called efforts to halt the ex­ 
pansion “ludicrous.” 


Ohio AFL-CIO president Milan 
Marsh urged members of the state’s 
congressional delegation to restore the 
Portsmouth area project. 


“To date Ohio has been almost 
totally ignored by the Carter ad­ 
ministration,” wrote Marsh, “however 
this amounts to an affront which 
cannot be ignored.” 


During the presidential campaign 
six months ago, candidate Carter 
promised to “ask the Congress to 
authorize the $4 billion in funding 
needed to complete construction of the 
Portsmouth add-on.” 
Residents were stunned by the ad­ 
ministration’s decision to cancel plans 
for a gaseous diffusion plant in favor of 
a facility using a new gas centrifuge 
technique.

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Utility Plan Alive 
Despite Budget Cuts

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Despite 
$100 million worth of cuts in Gov. 
James A. Rhodes’ state budget bill, the 
sponsor of a proposal to subsidize 
utility bills of the elderly says he has a 
way to fund it. 
Rep. Dennis E. Eckart, D-18 Euclid, 
said Thursday his plans call for 
bringing collections of the utility ex­ 
cise tax up to date for a one-time 
revenue shot of $80 million to $100 
million. 
Utilities now pay their taxes quar­ 
terly, but there is a seven-month lag 
between the end of the billing period 
and actual payment, he said. 
Eckart said bringing collections up 
to date, and thereafter requiring the 
utilities to pay their taxes monthly, not 
only could finance his “ lifeline” 
subsidy for the next two winters, at a 
cost of $60 million to $80 million, but 
would help the state with its perennial 
cash flow problem. 
The Cuyahoga County lawmaker 
said he has a committment from the 
majority leadership in the House that 
his lifeline bill will be funded. 
However, no funds were included in 
the $14.4 billion, two-year spending 
package announced Thursday by the 
House Finance Committee, and 
Eckart conceded that Ohio's natural 
gas and electric companies are op­ 
posed to his funding plan. They are 
potent lobbyists. 
He said the utilities also are opposed 
to another provision in his newly 


drafted lifeline bill which would halt 
the practice of utilities charging 
“declining block rates” during winter 
heating months. 
Under that arrangement, big scale 
users get lower unit rates for energy as 
their usage increases. Eckart said his 
bill would halt the practice during the 
next two winters while the effects 
would be studied by a Fuel Credits 
Advisory Committee created by his 
bill. 
The second-term House member 
made several changes in his subsidy 
plan after initial hearings by a utilities 
subcommittee, but he said the main 
thrust—25 per cent discounts on the 
bills of elderly citizens during the 
winter billing months of December 
through April—remains the same.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gov. 
James A. Rhodes signed into law 
Thursday legislation that will enable 
the attorney general to assist Ohioans 
in collecting on bad money orders 
issued by bankrupt companies. 
The bill, sponsored by Sen. Charles 
L. Butts, D-23 Cleveland, is effective 
immediately as a temporary law. It 
permits Atty. Gen. William J. Brown 
to take legal action on behalf of those 
holding money orders issued by 
Universal Money Order Co. and USN 
Co. 


Zaire Says 
Guerrillas 
Retreating 


KINSHASA, Zaire (AP) - Zaire’s 
government says its troops and their 
Moroccan allies have opened a new 
front in northwest Shaba province 
while the rebels are fleeing before 
Zairean forces on the march in the 
south. 
A communique Thursday said the 
combined force was “at the door” of 
Kapanga, the rebels’ northernmost 
holding 260 miles northwest of Kolwezi 
and 35 miles from the Angolan border. 
No confirmation was available for 
any of the government’s claims since 
President Mobutu Sese Seko has 
barred reporters from Shaba. 
The government said its troops in the 
southwest part of the province were 
moving along road and rail lines 
toward Mutshatsha, the rebel railroad 
town which the government claimed 
earlier this week was virtually en­ 
circled by Pygmy warriors equipped 
with bows and arrows. 
Thursday’s communique made no 
mention of the Pygmies. But between 
150 and 300 of the under-5-foot warriors 
from the rain forest in northern Zaire 
were reported flown to Shaba Tuesday 
with orders to infiltrate the rebel lines 
and instill fear in the native Lunda 
tribesm en. 
The 
Pygmies 
were 
reported armed with poison arrows. 
The advancing government troops 
were “cleaning up many places," the 
communique said, and the rebels were 
planting mines on the roads as they 
retreated.

The moratorium “ was intended as a 
gesture of good will, aimed at breaking 
down existing barriers between the 
NABR and the NBA,” Phillips said. 
“ The league misinterpreted this as 
signifying a weakness of resolve on the 
part of the referees,” he said. “ The 
league was mistaken.”

I/AS ANGELES (AP) - A 
total of 138 stations will 
televise David Frost’s in­ 
terview programs with ex- 
President Richard M. Nixon 
next 
month. 
But 
three 
stations — two in the nation’s 
top 50 television markets — 
won’t air the commercials the 
programs will contain. 
The reason: They’re public 
TV stations, barred from 
showing commercials. They 
are WEDH, serving Hartford- 
New Haven, Conn.; WNED, 
Buffalo, N.Y., and WNIT, 
serving South Bend-Elkhart, 
Ind. 
They’re 
respectively 
located in the nation’s 21st, 
28th and 76th largest TV 
markets, according to the A. 
C. Nielsen Co. 
They bought the four shows 
after commercial stations in 
their markets declined to air 
them — and get the shows 
free — under a “barter” 
system involving 12 minutes 
of advertising in each show. 
According to Syndicast 
Services, the New York firm 
distributing the Nixon-Frost 
programs, local stations are 
getting seven minutes per 
show of advertising time they 
can sell locally. 
In return, they must air up 
to five minutes of national ad 
time Syndicast says it’s been 
selling for $125,000 a minute, 
or half that for a 30-second 
advertisement. 
The 90-minute programs 
range from the Watergate 
scandal that drove Nixon 
from office to his ad­ 
m inistration’s foreign and 
domestic 
policies. 
He 
reportedly is getting $600,000 
for the interviews. 
Leonard 
Koch, 
a 
top 
Syndicast official, said his 
firm sold the programs to the 
three public TV stations for 
“a very nominal sum” that 
only covers transmission 
costs of each show. 
He declined to reveal the 
sum, likewise WNED and 
WNIT. But the fee was wee, if 
figures quoted at WEDH in 
Hartford — the largest of the 
three markets — are in­ 
dicative. 
Al Binford, programs chief 
there, says negotiations still 
are afoot, but the price range 
discussed is from $500 to 
$1,200 per show. 
Koch said WEDH was the 
only public TV station his 
firm actively sought to air the 
Nixon-Frost shows. He said it 
went there because he wanted 
to place the show in the 
nation’s top 50 markets, but 
found 
the 
commercial 
stations in Hartford-New 
Haven the sole holdouts. 
Another top 50 problem 
occurred later in Buffalo, 
though. 
Koch said a commercial 
station in Buffalo — he 
declined to name it — had 
planned to air the Nixon- 
Frost shows, but then asked 
to do it “on a delay basis we 
just couldn't and wouldn’t 
accommodate.” 
By that he meant the shows 
must be televised in prime 
time across the country on 
May 4,12,19 and 25, or it’s no 
dead. 
Enter Buffalo’s public TV 
station, WNED, which agreed 
to buy the shows, and then 
South Bend’s WNIT, which 
bought it after the com­ 
mercial stations in that area 
turned it down. 
Koch said none of the 
commercial 
stations 
in 
Hartford-New Haven and 
South Bend said why they 
rejected the shows, nor did he 
ask. 
No official at any of the 
public TV stations says he’s 
gotten criticism for buying 
the Nixon shows.
